Sawn Francisco, May 31.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Amony the passengers 
who arrived on the steamer Anstralia 
from Honolulu today, was ex-United 
States Minister John L. Stevens. He 
isen route to his home in Maine, and 
is accompanied by his wife and daugh- 
ter.

will address the Chamber of Commerce 
in this city tomorrow afternoon on the 
subject of Hawaiian affairs and their 
relation to the interests of the United 
States. The ex-Minister was not dis- 
posed to make any lengthy statement to 
newspaper men today, though he ex- 
pressed himself very positively in favor 
of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands by the United States Govern- 
ment. 

“The provisional government ‘fheans 


business,’’ said he, ‘andif the islands. 


are not annexed by the United States, a 
return to the old state of affairs is impos- 
sible. A monarchy is out of the question 
and if the United States will not take 
what is offered some other nation will.’’ 
In regard to Minister Blount, he said: 

‘‘Mr. Blount and I parted good friends. 

The annexationists and the provisional 
government have construed the recent 
statement by him to indicate friend- 
liness to the deposed Queen, but 1 do 
not know that it could be soconstrued.”’ 


BLOUNT ON DECK. 


He.Makes Public His Instructions from 
Gresham. 

May 24.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press, per steamer 
Australia via San Francisco, May 31.] 
The situation here is at present ‘ore 
interesting than for several months. 
The whole town is agog with excite- 
ment over late developments. First 
came the arrest of Messrs. Bush and 
Kenyon, editors of native papers, on 
charges of libeling the provisional gov- 
ernment and Minister Stevens, the pub- 
lication of Secretary Gresham’s in- 
structions to Commissioner Blount and 
the latter’s warning to the annexation- 
ists that theycould not depend on help 
from the United States in case the Roy- 
alists attempted to feinstate their 
Queen. Then came the news of 
Blount’ appointment aw United States 
Minister to Hawaii, and, finally the at- 
tempt of the provisional government to 
silence Charles Nordhoff, correspondent 
of the New York Herald, and Minister 
Blount’s interference in his behalf. All 
sorts of alarming rumors are afloat, and 
even Minister Blount, who all along 
has predicted that there will be no 
trouble, is not now so confident. 

BLOUNT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

On May 15 Commisioner Blount gave 
out for publication his letter of instruc- 
tions from Secretary Gresham. These 
instructions are quite voluminous and 
request Blount to investigate the con- 
dition of affairs on the Hawaiian 
Islunds, saying: ‘‘Your authority in 
all matters touching the relations of 
this Government to existing or other 
government of the islands for the pro- 
tection of our citizens is paramount, 
and in you alone, acting in codperation 
with the cémmander of our naval 
forces, is vested full power to deter- 
mine when such forces should be landed 
or withdrawn.”’ 

Among other things stated by 
Gresham are that Minister Stevens has 
been instructed to furnish Blount all 
needed assistance and would perform 
the usual functions of Minister and 
that, while the United States claims no 
right to interfere in internal conflicts, 
this Government will adhere to its con- 
sistentand established policy, and it 
will not acquiesce in domestic interfer- 
ence by other powers. 

Atthe end of his instructions Mr. 
Blount added the following postscript: 
‘While Ishall refrain from all inter- 
ference between conflicting forces of 
whatever nationality for supremacy, I 
will protect American citizens not par- 
ticipating in sucn conflict.’’ These few 
lines created great excitement, as they 
were regarded by all parties as a plain 
invitation to the Royalists to make 
trouble. The Royalists, however, say 
that they are not now prepared to take 
advantage of Blount’s notice, but will 
await the decision of the United States. 
If the islands are annexed they and the 
Queen will submit to the inevitable and 
become good American citizens. If the 
islands are not annexed, and the roval- 
ist family believe they will not be, then 
there may be trouble. The provisional 
government, although it does not look 
for any disturbance, is strengthening 
its position and claims to be able to hold 
together for several years, until a new 
administration if annexation is refused 
by Mr. Cleveland. 

On May 17 the news of Blount’s ap- 
pointment as United States Minister to 
Hawaii arrived. Mr. Blount immedi- 
ately took the oath of office and en- 
tered upon his new duties. Mr. Blount, 
however, will not accept the position 
permanently, but will ask to be re- 
lieved as soon as possible. Blount’s 
appointment is apparently satisfactory 
to both parties here, as he is regarded 
as perfectly impartial. His work as 
special commissioner is completed, and 
the report has been forwarded to Wash- 
ington. 

SPRECKELS’S ATTITUDE. 

Claus Spreckels is still. vigorously 
fighting annexation, and is charged by 
the annexationists with working in the 
interests of the sugar trust, of which he 
is alleged to bea member. Ex-Minister:

states. Hisfriends here have raised 
$1000 with which to purchase him a 
silver service as a token of their 
esteem. Although Minister Blount did 
not formally ¢nter upon his new duties 
until May 28. he has already come into 
collision with the provisional govern- 
ment. The Writings of Charles Nord- 
hoff, the New York Herald's corre- 
spondent, ha‘: greatiy displeased the 
annexationis's, who declare his state- 
ments to be untrue. Nordhoff was 
threatened with violence, and was 
furnished police protection. The pro- 
visional government cited him to 
appear before the executive and ad- 
visory councils and give his authority 
for certain Statements. Nordhoff con- 
sulted Minister Blount, who ordered 
him to pay PM attention to the demands 
of the provisional government. Blount 
takes the stand that the provisional 
government has no power to control 
corresponderts’ writings to a paper 
published im the United States, and 
cites the Cur*ing case in Mexico as a 
precedent. Slount is in correspondence 
with the Government about the matter, 
and it is provable that, owing to his in- 
terference, .be provisional government 
willdropthe matter. The affair caused 
great excitement here. T. C. Porter, 
Minister of ‘inance, resigned, and his 
place was teken by Vice-President Da- 
mon. Noowe has yet been selected to 
succeed Damon.

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

Panama, May 81.—Advices received 
say that President Sacaza has aban- 
doned the struggle with the revolution- 
ists in Nicaragua. Last night the Presi- 
dent signed a treaty of peace with his 
opponents. Members of the provis- 
ional government entered Managua 
and assumed control of affairs. The 
transfer of the reigns of government 
was effected quietly, and there has 
been no disorder of any kind.

The Appeal Sustained by a 
Large Majority. 


The General Assembly Sits Down 


Heavily on Dr. Briggs. 


Nearly Four-fifths of the Members 
Vote Against Him. 


The Next Thing to Ne Decided is What 
Penalty, if Any, Shall Be im- 
posed on the Famous 
Heretic.

Wasninetox, May 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Before proceeding to a 
vote upon the question of sustaining the 
appeal from the judgment of the New 
York Presbytery in the case of Prof. 
Briggs the Presbyterian General Assem- 
by this morning engaged in a half- 
hour’sdevotion. Rev. A. Nelson Holi- 
field of New Jersey conducted the 
exercises, giving the exposition of 
Romans viii, the chapter describing 
the intercession of the Holy Spirit. 

The assembly convened as an_ ecctTe- 
siastical court. Fifteen minutes were 
exhausted in desultory discussion of the 
order of procedure, resulting in the as- 
sembly ordering (with evident con- 
fusion and lack of understanding as to 
just what they were doing) that -the 
roll be called. Commissioners, as 
called, were to give reasons for their 
votes. Speeches were to be limited to 
three minutes. While these prelimi- 
fiaries were being settled Dr. Briggs 
quietly came in and took a seat. 

EXPLAINED THEIR VOTES. 
Under a call of the roll, each member 


| rose in turn and stated whether he 


voted for or- against entertaining the 
appeal from the New York Presbytery, 
which acquitted Prof. Brigys, and his 
reasons therefor. Rev. Anthony C. 
Junkin of Los Angeles said every doubt 
had been scattered to the winds by the 
admissionsof the defendant. MHiserror, 
in the speaker’s opinion, was the doc- 
trine of naturalism, out of which grew 
most of the errors now afflicting the 
church. Rev. John T. Hopkins, also of 
Los Angeles, said he was obliged to vote 
to sustain the appeal on accountof a 
threatened disruption, ard Prof. John 
M. Coyner, of the same presbytery, 
said he woulddo the same. Eider Wiil- 
iam H. Hamilton of Oakland said he 
had come to Washington absolutely un- 
prejudiced, but he was afraid the 
church would be in an uncertain condi- 
tion if the appeal was not sustained. 
The burden of the remarks of Rev. J. M. 
Newell of San José Presbytery was 
that, if Dr. Briggs was sustained, every 
preacher, professor and Sunday-school 
would be privileged to preach any views 
he pleased. 

Capt. Jacks of San José said that all 
over the land were young ministers 
from the Union Seminary steeped in the 
fearful doctrine taught by Dr. Briggs. 
If the professor knew, he said, of the 
damage he was doing he would stop 
this thing and would have done with it 
forever and stop bringing ruin upon the 
young ministers of the church. 

As one after another of the members 
briefly indicated Lis position, Prof- 
Briggs became weary ef the talk, and 
asked and was granted permission to re- 
tire. Accall of presbyteries by States 
progressed as far as Kansas when re- 
cess was taken till 2:30 p.m. 

A STORMY SCENE. 

After recess the debate was contin- 
ued, with a majority of the speakers 
against Dr. Briggs, though he founda 
number of warm supporters, the most 
notable, perhaps, being a graduate of 
the Union Theological Seminary, James 
F. Garvin, a missionary to Chile. Elder 
Thomas McDougall of Cincinnati pre- 
cipitated a lively scene. it be in 
order,’’ he began, ‘‘I would like to ask 
if the omniscence, veracity and char- 
acter of God Almighty or of the Lord 


Jesus Christ may be questioned. 
God Almighty said Isaiah 
said thus“ and so. Dr. Briggs 
has said to God Almighty that 


Isaiah did not write half of the book 
that bears his name. The Lord Jesus 
Christ said in the New Testament that 
Isaiah wrote the book bearing his name,”’ 
Dr. Henry M. Storrs called the gentle- 
man to order. Rev. H. Milton Shields 
of New Mexico said: ‘If the state- 
ment is not quoted in Dr. Briggs’s in- 
augural it is not before the assembly.”’ 
The colloquy was carried on inthe 
midst of great confusion, cries of order 
rising from all parts of the house, and 
the moderator and Elder McDougall 
both trying to be heard. Elder Mc- 
Dougall, the storm having calmed 
down, concluded: ‘Christ said no man 
can come‘tothe Father except by me, 
Dr, Briggs says that Martineau found 
God through reason, and Dr. Newman 
found Him through the church. Whom 
will you believe, Christ or Dr. Briggs?’’ 
An extension of half an hour to the 
afternoon session enabled the clerk to 
progress in the roll-cail through to the 
synod of Oregon. The assembly then 
took a recess until this evening. 
EVENING SESSION. 

The callofthe roll was resumed at 
the evening session. Only a small per- 
centage of members took advantage of 
the privilege of speaking. It was 8:45 

o’clock when the moderator put the 
question, ‘Shall the specifications of 
error be sustained?’’ and Dr. Roberts 
stated that the clerk should read the 
first specification. It is. in substance, 
that the Presbytery of New York, on 
objections made by Dr. -Brigzgs, re- 
quired the -prosecuting committee to 
amend the amended charges, and speci- 
fications by striking out charge four. 
The specification was declared  sus- 
tained. by a vote of 282 to 
190. Specifications second to twelve, 
all. reiating to _ irregularities. in 
the proceedings of the New York 
Presbytery were sustained seria- 
tum. The second: ground of ap- 
peal alleged the reserving of improper 
testimony, and was -based upon the 
three specifications. A vote wastaken,”~ 
the result being that the specitications 


were sustained by’ a viva voce vyote.

IMPORTANT SUIT. 


The United States District Attorney of 
Kansas After Katiroads. 

Sr. Paci, May 31.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] There is a case on hear- 
ing in the United States Court of Ap- 
peals which involves the existence of 
railway traffic associations in this 
country. Itis an appeal from a decis- 
ion in favor ‘of railways, rendered 
by Judge Kiner at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., last July. It ‘is a_ suit 
against the Transmissouri Freight 
Association and roads constituting 
it, brought by the United States 
District Attorney of Kansas, acting 
under the Sherman Anti-Trust -Act. 
The railroads plead that the association 
is necessary to prevent discrimination, 
and that railroads are subject to the 
Interstate Commerce Act and not to the 
Anti-Trust Act, which was framed to 
prevent trade combinations, and that 
Congress, in passing the Anti-Trust 
act, rejected an amendment making it 
applicable to railroads. 


Hay to France. 

Battrmore, May 31.—Gill & Fisher, 
grain dealers, have exported-to France 
100 tons of American hay, said to be 
the first shipment of its kind to Euro- 
pean markets. It wassenton an or- 
der as a sample of American feed prod- 
uct to see if it willsuitthe French de- 
mand.

VatLeso (CaL.) May 31.—[By the Age 
sociated Press.| The coast-defense vege 
scl Monterey arrived at the Mare Isk 
and Navy-yard at 4 o'clock this afters 
noon, having been absent on the trial 
trip tour days and twelve hours. Ime 
mediately on her arrival atthe yard 
she resumed her former berth along- 
side the quay wall, where she is firmly 
moored, awaiting. the official verdict of 
her judges, the board of naval ime 
spectors who conducted the trial 
rom those on board the Monterey ig 
was learned that the triai trip, though 
comparatively short, was entirely sate 
isfactory, demonstrating beyond dise 
pute the serviceable worth and qual- 
ities of the vessel. As soon as the vege 
was moored, the board of naval 
inspectors went direct to theif 
shore quarters, where Capt. Howe 
ison, president the board, 
seen by a representative of the 
Associated Press. To a question as 
to the success of the trip, the Captaig 
replied: ‘‘We left Mare Island Satur- 
day last to give the Monterey a fairand 
impartial trial. This we have done, 
and have found her to be in every re- 
spect allthatis or was required of @ 
vessel of her class. While outside, we 
experienced rather heavy weather, but 
the Monterey proved herself an admir- 
ably steady sea boat, despite the stories 
that have been circulated to the con- 
trary. Onour way down the coast we 
tested her boilers thoroughly, putting 
the ship under full steam for a four 
hours’ run, and, notwithstanding the 
foul condition of her hull, she made, ig 
a head sea, twelve and eight-tenths 
knots. The sea was very heavy, but, 
notwithstanding this, she was compara- 
tively steady. While off Pigeon Point, 
we made a test of her guns, with highly 
satisfactory results. It was though® 
that some difficulty would be expe- 
rienced, and every precaution was 
taken. It was needless, however, for 
everything was found to be perfection. 
The effect of the concussion was not as 
severe as had been anticipated, being 
scarcely more severe than that expe- 
rienced from eight-inch guns. The re- 
port was deafening, while the shriek 
was the most terrific I have ever heard. 

‘During the test of her guns speed was 
kept up to ascertain the effect, which,” 
however, was unnoticeable. During 
the entire trip the machinery was sub- 
jected toa severe test, as was also the 
mechanism of the guns and turrets, 
which worked with exactness and pre- 
cision. The boilers, about which so 
much has been said, proved equal to 
every test, which was, to say the least, 
equal to the former trial, if not more 
so. No difficulty was experienced in 
maneuvering the huge mass of steel, 
everything working likeacharm. Dur- 
ing a portion of the trial trip it was 
found necessary to keep all hatches 
down and the forward. bulkhead doors 
of the superstructure closed, owing to 
heavy seas washing over the decks. In 
short, the Monterey has proved a suc- 
cess in every particular, and capable of 
holding her own as a sea boat.”’ 

FULLY CORROBORATED. 

Other members of the board were in- 
terviewed, and all expressed themselves 
as did Capt. Howison. It was learned, 
however, that sea-sickness prevailed 
among the crew to a great extent, 
many of whom never having been to 
sea before. The Monterey, upon her 
arrival at the navy-vard today, caused 
an accident which will cost the Govern- 
ment several hundred dollars. While 
passing the navy-yard ferry slip, ig 
going alongside the quay wall, she 
shoved into the ferry boat Ellen, carry- 
ing away the rudder and part of the 
prow of the ferry boat, while awning, 
stanchions, boat davits and fixtures on 
the port side of the man-of-war were 
torn from their fastenings. 

Capt. Kempf wason the bridge, and 
the Monterey was headed clear 
of the ferry boat, which ex- 
tended many feet out of the 
slip, but when directly opposite 


Tthe Monterey seemed to be carried by 


the current overto the slip, crashing 
into the Ellen. ‘lhe latter at the time 
had alarge number of navy-yard em- 


| ployés on board, and when the collision 


occurred a stampede was made fora 
place of saféty. Greater damage wag 
averted by the prompt action of Capt. 
Kempf. The Monterey had a wrecked 
appearance, but the debris was promptly 
cleared away, leaving only the holes 
where the huge steel bolts had been 
wrenched ott. The damage to the 
Ellen is comparatively slight. The re- 
portof the naval board of inspectors 
will be forwarded to Washington im- 
mediately. Untila reply is received, 
the Monterey will remain in the hands 
of the board.

District Attorney Milchrist then began 
his argument in favor of compelling the 
closing of the gates on Sunday. 

The arguments were continued until 
late in the afternoon. Attorney Mil- 
christ, for the Government, read the 
bill, which was a lengthy one, and the 


provisions were discussed pro and con. 


Attorney Hand opened the argument 
after this. He maintained that the ex- 
position, in accepting the appropriation 
with the Sunday-closing clause, had 
entered into acontract of which Sun- 
dav opening was a direct violation. 
Circuit Judge Jenkins asked if the Gov- 
ernment had no remedy at law, to which 
the attorney replied that it might 
sue for the money, but stood a small 
chance of recovering as the souvenir 
coins had been distributed. Judge 
Jenkins again asked if the law was not 
adequate to protect the Government. 
Hand insisted that the money Was in 
the nature of a gift, and the authorities 
agree where donations are made the 
_remedy is inequity. Attorney St. Clair 
made a long speech in behalf of the” ex 
sition, bristling with technicalities, 
Tie claimed the Goverment could not 
bring suit fora specific performance, 
because it has a remedy atlaw.

DEATH ON THE RAIL 


Fatal Railroad Accident on the 
Southern Pacific. 


Collision Between Two Freight Trains 
Near Ravenna. 


George R. Shatto, the Well-known 
Capitalist, Killed, 


Several Others Injuréd, but None Seri- 
ously—The Regular Freight. Run 
into by @ Special from 
the North. 


The regular freight train due from 
the North soon after 10 p.m. was run 
into last night at Ravenna by a special 
freight and badly wrecked. G. R. 
Shatto of this city, who was riding in 
the caboose at the time, was almost in- 
stantly killed and several others were 
injured. 

Mr. Shatto, together with J. E. Wil- 


‘son, of Santa Fé Springs, C. E. Holden 


and otners, had gone up the road to 
look over some mining property above 
Mojave, and not being able to catch the 
regular south-bound passenger, boarded 
the caboose of the freight, intending to 
return home in that way. 


At the time the accident occurred Mr. | 


Shatto was lying down in a berth, with 
his head toward the rear of the car. 
Holden sat at his feet. It is under- 
stood that the regular freight pullec 
into Ravenna and stopped for a time to 
do some switching, and while there the 
special came dashing along, and before 
the engineer of the latter had noticed 
the danger, this train crashed into 
the rear of the regular. Several 
other persons who had taken passage 
on the traio were more or less injured 
by the fiving splinters and débris, but 
Mr. Shatto wastheonly one killed. It is 
believed that he was asleep at the time, 
and really did not realize what had hap- 
pened, as he was struck on the head 
and died almost instantly. 

To just what cause the accident is as- 


signable is not known, but it seems ap- 


parent that there must have been a dis- 
regard or misunderstanding of orders 
under which one or both of the trains 
were running. 

In the car, besides Mr. Shatto, were 
G. W. Giggey of Denver, Joseph Caluni, 
J. E. Wilson and C. A. Holden. Giggey 
wasyhurt about the face quite badly, 


, and Caluni sustained an injury to his 


left land, though it was. but a slight 
one. 

At 11 o’clock a dispatch was re- 
ceived here that anengine would ar- 
rive shortly with the dead body of Mr. 
Shatto and the wounded, but it 
was 1:30 o’clock before it pulled 
into the San Fernando street depot. 
Drs. Stewart and Cates were there 
to meet it and sentthe dead body to 
Garrett & Sampson’s and had Giggey 
and Caluni taken to the Sisters’ os- 
pital, where their injuries were at- 
tended to. 

George R. Shatto, who was killed, 
was well known in real estate circles in 
this city. He was one of the owners of 
Catalina Island, which was sold.to an 
English syndicate several years ago. 


The syndicate did not complete 
the purchase, and the _ property 
reverted to Mr. Shatto, who aft- 
erward disposed of his interest 


to the Bannings. Mr. Shatto hada 
magnificent residence on Orange street, 
which he only completed a few monthg 
ago. During the latter part of Mayor 
Hazard’s administration Mr. Shatto was 
a member of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, serving up to the time the 
present board was elected. He was a 
man of strong convictions, never hes- 
itating to express his views, and as a 
Police Commissioner made an enviable 

He leavesa widow, who was notified of 
her husband’s untimely death bv friends 
shortly after the arrival of the body in 
the city. 


WANTED TO DIE. 


A Despondent Man Who Wanted to End 
His Troubles, 

Walter Renouf, at one time a well- 
known tobacco dealer of this city, laid 
deliberate plans yesterday to commit 
suicide, and failed only in his designs 
through the prompt action of a friend. 

For some time past  Renouf 
is said to have had_ trouble 
with his family, and that added to 
reverses which he has met recently in 
business made him despondent. Yes- 
terday afternoon his friend Walker, 
whose cigar store is at the corner of 
First and Main streets, found a letter 


awaiting him when he returned to his 


place of business, ané, upon opening it, 
he was surprised to see that it was 
signed by Renouf. The missive stated 
that the writer was tired of life and in- 
tended to end his existence. Mr. 
Walker immediately put the detectives 
on the track, and they at once started 
out and found Renouf sitting in the 
brush near Hollywood, with a knife in 
one hand and a pistol in the other, evi- 
dently trying to get up courage to take 
the fatal step. The would-be suicide 
was promptly taken in charge and 
brought back to the city, when he was 
locked up in the police station until he 
gets over his suicidal mania. 


DISEASES OF FRUIT TREES. — 


An Interesting Lecture by Prof. Wood- 
worth, of the State University. 

A meeting of those interested in the 
diseases of fruit trees and the manner 
of preventihg such diseases was held at 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
morning. There were in attendance 
members of the Horticultural Commis- 
sion, nurserymen, fruit-growers and 
others. 

Prof. C. W. Woodworth, of the State 
University, was introduced by Abbott 
Kinney. In his remarks he treated of 
the physiology of the trees, and told 
first about tne disease known as sour 
root. He explained the formation of 
the bark, and the manner in which, 
through its pores, the tree is supplied 


with necessary . air and moisture. 
Healthy cells, he stated, will 
usually prevent the growth of 


fungus* and the development of disease 
germs. Various forms of bacteria had 
been discovered in what was known as 
the loose root disease. The soil abouta 
tree should be neither too damp nor too 
dry. The former condition would be 
fayorable to the growth of bacteria and 
the latter would be likely to resultin a 


yellowiug of the leaf and the finaldeath | 


of the tree. 

In many cases of diseased trees the 
knot may be cut out and a strong solu- 
tion of blue stone applied. The hoes 
used about the wood should’ be treated 
with some sort of antiseptic before 
being used elsewhere. The root knot 
resulted most seriously in seedling or- 
ange trees. A linfe, sulphur and salt 
compound had been used at. Fresno upon 
diseased vines with excellent results. 

The trees affected with the woolly 
aphis need a thorough treatment with 
a kerosene emulsion. In serious cases 
the trees should be burned, as also in 
cases of root gall, When a diseased 


tree is dug out it is dangerous to plant 
another at the same place without 


using antiseptics. 


A number of the gentlemen present 
related their experiences with diseased 
trees, and samples.fshowing some of the 
‘diseases, were passed around for inspec- 
tion. It was brought out that a great 
many walnht trees had the root gall, 
and that the root knot was more com- 
mon with the dark-colored apple trees 
than with the lighter ones. Prof. 
Woodworth stated that, in his opinion, 
salt, sulphur and lime of the customary 
strength would not injure trees. 

Before eye the meeting a vote of

AGAIN LAID AWAY. 
The Jeff Davis Reinterment Exercises 
Ended. 


RicuMonp (Va.,) May 81.—[By the 
Associatede Press.] The Jefferson Davis 
funeral train arrived here at 8 o’clock 
this morning. An hour before the ar- 
rival the artillery began firing salutes, 
and continued till the remains rested in 
the capitol, escorted from the depot by 
R. E. Lee Camp and the First Virginia 
Regiment. 

Winnie Davis and the rest of the fam- 
ily went to the hotel where Mrs. Davis 
is stopping. having arrived last night 
from New York. 

The reinterment ceremonies have at- 
tracted one of the largest crowds ever 
seen here. 

At 8:30 o’clock the body was re- 
moved to the caisson drawn by six 
white horses caparisoned in black, 
and. with the big military and civic 
escort, the long line of march 
was taken up for Hollywood. John B. 
Gordon, chief marshal, and .staff of 
some fifty promineut Confederate offi- 
cers headed the procession. Flowers 
were strewn along the_ route in 
front of the catafalque, and the 
bells of the town tolled while 
the procession wasin progress. On ar- 
riving at Hollywood Cemetery the dis- 
tinguished guests formed a circle about 
the grave. On the bluff to the right of 
the grave the cavalry ar- 
tillery were drawn up, and next 
came the infantry, association after 
association of Confederate veterans 
forming a third ring of large propor- 
tions. Outside of this circle was a 
dense crowd of thousands upon thou- 
sands. The grave was lined at the 
head with the Confederate national 
flag, at the foot with battle 
flags, and at the sides with broad stripes 
of red and white, the Confederate colors. 
The band played a funeral dirge as 
soon as everything was in readiness, and 
a selection from the scriptures was next 
read. The hymn, ‘How firm a founda- 
tion,’’ was then sung by the assemblage. 
At the close Dr. Hoge offered praver 
and Rev. Harten pronounced the bene- 


diction. Immediately thereafter the 
casket was lowered into the 
grave. After a bugle signal came 


taps and the infantry fired a salute, 
which announced the services over. 
The column then marched to Gettys- 
burg Hill, where annual memorial ser- 
vices of the Ladies’ Hollywood Associa- 
tion took place. .

standing abuse. Asking the question, 
‘Should American boys be permitted to 
learn trades, and having learned them, 


; should they be permitted to work at 


them?’ he assumes that the general 
answer will be, ‘‘Certainly they should,”’ 
with some astonishment that such an 
unnecessary question should be asked. 
But he immediately proceeds to show 
thatthe question is not unnecessary, 
and that so self-evident a.proposition is 
far from apractical realization in the 
United States. He says: 

- « « Under the present conditions 
of trade instruction and employment 
in this country, the American boy has 
no rights which organized labor is 
bound to respect. He is denied instruc- 
tion as an aprentice, and, if he be 
taught his trade in a trade school, he is 
refused admission to nearly all the 
trade unions, and is boycotted if he at- 
tempts to work as a -non-union man. 
The questions of his character and skill 
enter into the matter only to discrimi- 
nate against him.” U1!) the trade-wnions 
of_the country are controlled by foreiqn- 
ers, Who comprise the great majority of 
their members, While they refuse ad- 
mission to the American boy, they ad- 
mit all foreign applicants, with little or 
no regard to their training or skill. In 
fact, the doors of organized labor in 
America, which are closed and barred 
against American boys, swing open, 
wide and free, to all foreign comers. 
Labor, in free America, is free to all 
save the sons of Americans. 

The editor of the Century has been 
so impressed with this anomalous con- 
dition of affairs that he has instituted a 
searching investigation to place before 
the public full dataonthe subject. The 
results are to be set forth in a series of 
articles, each devoted to a particular 
phase of the subject. It is believed 
fthat the question has become one of 
paramount national importance. Sta- 
tistics show that one-fifth of our able- 
bodied male population is engaged in 
the mechanic arts. In the earlier days 
of the Republic the American mechanic 
Was always known as a sturdy repre- 
sentative of American character. But 
the inculcation of trades-union ideas is 
changing allthis very rapidly. We are 
now recruiting the ranks of skilled ta: 
borers from foreign countries and bring- 
ing their foreign ideas with them to 
dominate our labor markets and crowd 
out our native-born sans. We are not 


getting the best of . the skilied 
labor of foreign countries, but the 
poorest. The best workmen find 


‘remunerative employment at home. 
Our recruits, besides being indifferent 
| workmen, are in many instances men 
| of inferior moral training, frequently 
of anarchistic proclivities, without sym- 
pathy for American institutions. They 
are not simply wnh-American, but too 
often anti-American. This explains in 
| a measure the methods which have so 
generally been adopted by trades union- 
ism to carry its points. Tur Times has 
often denounced the violent strike and 
the boycott as diametrically opposed to 
every principle of American fair play 
and free government. These are im- 
portations. They have been brought 
over trom the old world by imported 
artisans, and they are being employed 
with disastrous effect against American- 
born citizens. In no respect are their 
discriminations more unjust, more crue] 
and outrageous than when employed 
against labor itself. Capital can fight 
its own way, but who is to champion 
the cause of the young man who is de- 
nied the privilege of working on his 
own responsibility and earning a living 
in the land of his birth? 

The of this policy, 
already tolerated beyond the danger 
point, are shown to be far-reaching and 
momentous. We are not only bringing 
_up our sons in idleness, not only depriv- 
ing our experiment in popular govern- 
| ment of the invaluable support of a 
great body of conservative citizens of 
American birth, but we are accepting 
in place of such a body one that is com- 
posed of and controlled by men of for- 
eign birth. This body, acting fre- 
queutly as a unit throughout the country, 
is able to.paralyze all business and in- 
dustry, and to bring the Nation itself 
almost to the brink of social revolution 
and industrial war. Itis a serious ques- 
tion, and Americans must begin to think 
| of it earnestly and take steps to remedy 
| the evil. 


A onrat deal of interest is taken in 
the recent experiments of Prot. Dewar, 
ofthe Royal Institute, who displayed 
on the lecture platform three or four 
pints of atmospheric air - liquified.

Wess proposes a solution for 
the labor problem in the South by in- 
troducing Hindoo and Mohammedan 
serfs from india. In their own country 
they work for only a few cents a day 
and can live on almost nothing. But 
they exemplify the Indian's proposition 
of poor pay and poor preach. It takes 
three of them to do the work ofan able- 
bodied Englishman. The South will 
make a serious blander if it introduces 
this servile labor, California has tried 
a similar experiment with the Chinese, 
and, long ago, she wished that she 
hadn't. . The serfs of India are no more 
fitto make American citizens of than 
are the lower orders of Chinese. The 
attempt to introduce a poorly- paid ser- 
vile class into America is against every 
principle of our institutions, and can 
only result in great harm in the long 
run. The Republic can only be made 
strong by elevating the standard of 
labor, and this must come through good 
pav and the encouragement of self-re- 
spect and intelligence. 

A WEEKLY paper published in this 
city, and supposed to be devoted to 
commercial interests, publishes the 
statement of ‘‘a leading fruit shipper’’ 
tothe effect that the attempted co- 
operation of the orange-growers is sure 
to fail, because ‘‘many of the growers 
will leave off this seasou indebted to 
their shippers, through whom, there- 
fore, they must necessarily market 
their fruit next year.’’ If it be true, as 
here stated, that the orange-growers 
are drifting into that-sort of peonage to 
the middlemen, then the sooner they 
break away and find some new method 
of marketing their fruit the better. 
But the statement of the ‘‘leading fruit 
shipper’’ is a fabrication. There may 
be afew men who were so eternally 
cinched that they were required to pay 
something for the privilege of furnish- 
ing the fruit, but we imagine that they 
have settled up long before this and 
want no more of that sort of thing. 


Gov. MarkuaM is getting affairs in 
the executire office in shape so that he 
can take ashorttrip to the East. He 
expects to leave early this month, and 
will be present atthe opening of the 
California building atthe World’s Fair, 
afterward attending a reunion of his 
old regiment, the Thirty-second Wis- 
consin, at Ripon, in that State. It is 
the first reunion since the war closed,

Markham states that there 
are about two hundred of them vet liv- 
ing, and they are scattered about the 
States from ocean to ocean.

SIMPLICITY WHICH IS DIFFICULT. 
|\From Our Regular New ‘York Fashion 
Correspondent. | 

Simple as the dress of today looks in 
some of its many forms, it is not easy 
to make at home. The shoulder effects 
that look so uncalculated and informal 
are really very hard to accomplish. It 
is all very well to fit them on some one, 
but calculation is almost impossible di- 
rectly the thing is off and in course of 
construction. The flaré must come ex- 
actly on one shoulder at just the place 
it appears on the other. That meansa 
great deal more than you might think. 
It is the same way with shoulder puffs; 
they are not just bags with a draw- 
string at the top and bottom. To be 
sure, they may look so when they are 
finished, and that may be what you 


want, but they will not look that way 
if you make them according to that 
plan. Idon’t want to discourage you, 
but don’t attempt too much with these 
simple-looking things. 

The model at the left in this picture 
is another type of costumes that are el- 
egant in their simplicity, and yet re- 
quire the greatest skill to make, as ev- 
erything depends upon fit andset. The 
material here is dark blue cloth, or 
cheviot trimmed with Hercules braid in 
the same shade. The circular bell skirt 
is stiffened and lined with alpaca; it is 
trimmed with rows ef braid in gradu- 
ated widths, the second group of three 


first. The round waist has a deep yoke 
of blue velvet, which fastens on the left 
shoulder. The top of the cloth waist is 
trimmed with four rows of braid and 
one row of the same forms the belt. 
The same braid forms a deep cuff on the 
sleeves. 

The fabric of the other dress is gray 
and white striped woolen suiting, 
trimmed with white braid embroidered 
with steel beads. The bodice has loose 
fronts, with broad revers and a pleated 
sailor collar. The jacket fronts are 
joined to the bodice with shoulder and 
under-arm seams, and the space open 
in front istrimmed with lengthwise 
rows of braid. The edge of the jacket 
fronts and shawl collar-are finished 
with machine stitching. The sleeves 
are cut from one piece and are turned - 
back to form a narrow cuff edged with 
braid. The skirtis lined with alpaca 
and hasastrip of muslin around the 
bottom.

‘The California League has lived through 
thirteen seasons,’’ said Harris, 
nearly every other minor league in the 
country has collapsed because of its own 
topheaviness. Neariy every minor league 
in the country went under last year, but 
the California League never lost a day, and 
I think that it will continve to hold up its 
own.

A NEW LOTTERY SCHEME. 


Prominent San Diegans Trying to Estab- 
lish One at Enseniuda. 


A San Diego special to the San Fran- 
ciso Chronicle of Tuesday says: 


Authentic advices have been received 
from the City of Mexico concerning the 
scheme for the establishment of a lotter 
at Ensenada, Lower California. An aneth 
cation haS been made at the Mexican cap- 
ital for the concession necesary, and there 
is every reason to believe that the efforts 
being made by the projectors of the lotterv 
will result in success. The actual expense 
of procuring tite concession is said to be 
$240, but additional sums, aggregating 
$8000, are needed tosecure the codpera- 
tion of those whose influence is necessary 
to get the favorable action of the depart. 
ment. 

Of this sum Warren Wilson, Charles D. 
or Harry Burton, H. C. Gordon and Dr. 
W. A. Winder have signified their willing- 
ness to give $1000 each. Wilson is a 
well-known journalist, and until a year ago 
he was the owner of the San Diego Sun. 
Long was formerly cashier of the Frst Na- 
tional Bank of this city, but resigned that 
office to accept the place of County Treas- 
urer atthe last election. Burton is the 
son of Mrs. Maria Burton, whose claim to 
the lands on which tbe city of Ensenada is 
located is still pending in the courts. Gor- 
don is a prominent broker of this city and 
Winder is also well known. 

The proposition is for the projectors to 
sell the concession for an advance to par- 
ties in San Francisco, with whom it is un- 
derstood negotiations are pending. The 
promoters, when confronted with the 
facts, admitted that they had made appli- 
cation for such aconcession, but said that 
$8000 must be raised in order to get it. 
The representative of the syndicate is now 
in the City of Mexico, itis learned, for the 
purpose of bringing the matterto the at- 
tention of those whose elbows need to be 
jogged. 

Wilson has been for some time past been 
ostensibly engaged in an attempt to secure 
a footing for a morning newspaper in Los 
Angeles, but this is alleged by his associate 
in this enterprise to be merely to divert 
attention from the lottery. It is said that 
a prominent business man of this city was 
advised by letter that an application had 
been made for such a concession, and ask- 
ing him to secure the agency for the pro- 
jectors in dealing with those who had the 
settlement of the matter. This business- 
like communication came from the very 
man whose duty it would be to sign the 
concession, his act being largely a matter 
of personal choice. As money talks at the 
City of Mexico even louder than in the 
United States, it is believed that there will 
be no difficulty in securing favordble action 
in regard to the concession. 


THE GOVERNOR TALKS. 


The Executive 


Interviewed While in San 
Francisco. 

Gov. Markham attended the Me- 
morial-;day services in San Francisco, 
and while in that city was interviewed 
by a Chronicle reporter, in the course 
of which he discussed the State-capital 
movement, the reward for Sontag and 
Evans, and thé question of pardons, 
In regard to the former he said: 

“No one doubts that it will benefit San 
José, but the question ‘is, ‘Will it benefit 
And he added: “I never 
heard yet of any one refusing torun for 
office because the capital was at Sacra- 
mento. There might be such aman, butif 
so I have not heard of him.”’ 

As to Sontaf® and Evans he said, dis- 
cussing the chances of their capture: 

“They'll get them yet,’’ alluding to the 
officers. ‘Sooner or later their career will 
come to an end. I presume the bandits 
will have to be killed first; that is to be sup. 
posed. Butthe $12,000 or such a matter 
thatis offered, all told, will fetch them. 
It'sa big reward, and there are plenty of 
men who will continue after them. In 
time they will bring themin. That is cer- 
tain. 

“Now, it has been suggested that I in- 
crease the reward from the State, and I do 
not think it is necessary. The amount 
quoted is enough to getthem. From what 
I hear it is evidently their intentionto in- 
timidate everybody, but this cannot last 
always.”’ 

Inthe matter of pardons, the Gov- 
ernor said: Ne 

“You understand that I have a-great 
many applications for pardon. I suppose 
1 have a couple of hundred ofthem in the 
office all the time, I always endeavor to 
find out all about a prisoner under such 
circumstances, what is said against him 
as well as for him, andthen I forward all 
the papers I have to the commissioners, 
I never indicate whatmy opinion may be, 


They are very careful. 
and they are all good. 
‘‘When the papers come back from them, 
if I think the men should be pardoned then 
Iact. Lalwaystry tofind out the former 
history of the man, whether he has hitherto 
lived a straight life, and whether it is his 
first offense. If itis, thenI am the more 
inclined to consider the matter, especially 
if there are palliating circumstances. But 
“if the man has all along had a bad record, 
I think itis best to keep him where he is. 
He is safer there than outside, and the 
safety of the people ought to be con. 
sidered.’” 

Gov. Markham said he had just ap- 
pointed Dr. Matthews of Tehama to 
take the place on the California World's 
Fair Commission vacated by ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. Daggett, appointed Superintend- 
ent of the Mint, and added that he 
thought he would prove a good official.

THE IRRIGATORS.. 


Preparations for the Meeting of 
the National Association, 


Special Session of the Chamber of 
Commerce Yesterday. 


Committees Appointed to Attend to © 


the Various Details. 


The Convention to Be Thoroughly Advery 
tized Throughout the Country— 
Every One Interested in 
Making [t a Success. 


A special meeting of members of the 
Chamber of Commerce and others inter- 
ested in the subject of irrigation took 
place yesterday afternoon at the rooms 
of the chamber, to take action in the 
matter of preparing for the Irrigation 
Congress, which is to meet in this city 
onthe 10th of next October for one 
week. President Freeman occupied 
the chair. C. D. Wiilard acted as sec- 
retary. 

Mr. Freeman stated that the meeting 
had been called up by the board of di- 
rectors of the chamber. ‘‘There ex- 
sts,’’ said he, ‘‘an organization known 
as the National Irrigation Association, 
which has an Executive Committee con- 
taining one person in each State that 
practices irrigation. At the annual 
meeting of this Executive Committee 
last January there was considerable dis- 
cussion as to the site where the next 
congress should be held, and Los An- 
geles was finally decided upon for the 
reason that it is located in the midst of 
a section which shows in the highest 
degree the results of irrigation. The 
Chamber of Commerce took upon itself 
to promise thatif the convention were 
held in this city the members would be 
suitably received—that is to say, a hall 
would be provided for their meeting, 
the journal of their proceedings would 
be printed and their members would be 
cordially received. The chamber also 
promised thatif the convention were 
held here efforts would be made fo ad- 
vertise it thoroughly throughout the 
Nation, so that its attendance would be 
as large as possible. The basis of rep- 
resencation of delegates of this conven- 
tion will be settled by the Executive 
Committe. “What remains for us to do 
is to raise the nec@ssary funds for ad- 
vertising the convention, and then pro- 
ceed to thoroughly advertise the same 
by articles in newspapers throughout 
the country, and by sending out many 
thousand circulars to all those who are 
likely to be interested in the under- 
taking. While the Chamber of Com- 
merce of this city will assist the pro- 
poses congress in offefing the free use 
of its offices and in some measure the 
services of its employés, there will be 
expenses which this organization can- 
notmeet outof its regular funds, and 
the work to be thoroughly done must be 
paid for by funds raised by subscription. 
One of the principal committees, there- 
fore, to be appointed is the Committee 
on Finances, which shall take charge of 
the raising of this fund and its subse- 
quent disbursement. Another commit- 
tee to be appointed isa committee on 
publication. There should also be a 
number of committees on reception, 
but these need not be appointed until 
the time draws near for the meeting of 
the congress. There should also be a 
committee on general arrangements to 
attend to the details of the work. In 
making this congress known to the 
world there is no time to be lost, and 
the committees which are appointed 
should, therefore, meet promptly and 
proceed immediateiy to the work.”’ 


Mr. Germain said there was no ques-— 


tion about the advantages that would 
accrue to this country if the convention 
were madea success, and it could be 
made a success only by the unanimous 
decision on the part of the members of 
the chamber and the citizens to take 
hold of the affair. Hethen offered the 
following resolutions, which were car- 
ried unanimously: 

Resolved, that a finance committee to 
consist of ten members be appointed by the 
Chair, of whom President Freeman shall be 
one. It shall be the dutyof this committee 
to raise, as soon as possible, the sum of 
$3000 for the preliminary expense of ad- 
vertising the proposed congress through- 
out the Nation. This committee shall have 
power to appoint a sub-committee of its 
own members to take charge of the tunds 
thus raised, authorize expenditures and 
audit accounts. 

Resolved, that this meeting call upon the 
railroads of Southern California, and the 
hotels of this city, to start the fund with 
liberal subscriptions, to be followed by sub- 
scriptions from capitalists and land-owners 
of all Southern California, and the busi- 
ness men of Los Angeles. 

The following were appointed as 
such committee: D. Freeman, T. D. 
Stimson, KE. W. Jones, H. T. Hazard, EB 
F. C. Klokke, A. C. Bilicke, Eugene 
Germaiu, H. W. Hellman, V. Ponet, F.. 
A. Pattee. 

It was moved and carried that a com- 
mittee on publication be appointed by 
the Chair, andthe following were se- 
lected as such committee: Fred L. 
Alles, Harry Brook, A. Phillips, A. P, 
Maginnis, George Rice, O. A. Stephens, 
I. H. La Veen. 

J. A. Pirtle moved that a~-committee 
be appointed on arrangements. The 
motion was carried, and the following 
were appointed as such committee: W. 
C. Patterson, J. A. Pirtle, J. D. Hooker, 
George H. Bixby, W. H. Workman, F. 
Q. Story and C. D. Willard. 

It was moved and carried that a joint 
meeting of all the committees be called 
for next Friday afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock. 

Gov. J. J. Gosper called attention to 
the fact \that every effort should be 
made to have the Associated Press kept 


‘thoroughly informed of the plans of 


the convention, and that the news- 
papers of Southern California should be 
urged to assistin giving the widest pub- 
licity possible to the affair. This mat- 
ter was referred to the Committee on 
Publication.

up the existing high rates. Itis almost 
incomprehensible that roads like the

A Contest Usually Allowed to Go by De-

One of the unaccountable things in Amer- 
ican politics is the indifference shown at 
school elections. The expenditure of the 
immense sums annually collected for school 
purposes (from 50 to 70 per cent. of the 
entire taxes paid) lies in the bands of a few 
trustees; and yet the men who give time, 
effort and money to determining who shall 
collect the funds, give scarcely a passing 
glance to the choice of the men who shall 
disbursé them. The reason, fortunate in 
itself, is probably that there is no politics, 
in it. 

On Friday of this week, June 2, will oc- 
cur the election of one trustee. The elec- 
tion will be held in the Wilson School 
building, between the hours of 8 a.m. and 
sundown. J. A. Buchanan and L. C. Win- 
ston will be judge and inspector, and Frank 
Heydenreich and Will Heiss will be clerks. 

Calvin Hartwell was prevailed upon some 
days since to allow the use of his name for 
the position to be filled, that of trustee. 
The petition asking him to accept the place 
was signed by many of Pasadena’s promt- 
nent men, andin addition to this it seems, 
from talk of the,matter, that Mr. Hart- 
well’s candidacy gives general satisfaction. 

It will look better on the record if a good 
vote Is cast on Friday: one to indicate that 
Pasadenians are awake to all the issues of 
the day. 

DECORATION-DAY AFTERMATH.

Memorial Day Celebration — Visiting
